The Coliiua sailed from San Francisco 


<on the 18ih mat. for Panama and way 
-ports. She was due at Manzanillo on 
Sunday, the 26th inst. The dispatches 
•bow that the Teasel foundered on Mon- 
day, the 27th, off Manzanillo. which 
would indicate that tome accident to the 
machinery occurred which retarded the 
progress of th<« vessel and prevented her 
from reaching the port ot Manzanillo 
before she foundered. The officers of 
the Pan fie Mail Steamship company do 
sot believe the vessel struck a hidden 
ledge. They are more inclined to think 
that tb« cause ot the disaster was an ac- 
cident of the machinery. They are sura 
that the officers and crew did their duty 
when the trying moment came and be- 
lieve that 


The Xiosa of Uf« 
" 


'will prove to 1>« much lee» than is at 
prwent feared. The vessel had lifeboats 
fwhich hung from davits ready to be 
launched at a moment's notice, and it is 
thought that all of these could h*v« beeu 
launched, BO matter how rapidly the ves- 
W»l tank. 
. The news of the disaster reached this 
city through a dispatch rc"«v*d by the 
agents of the Pacific Mail company. One 
«f the steamer's small boats containing 
14 passengers and "five of the crew ar- 
rived at the Mexican coast, and it was 
this party that telegraphed the news of 
tbt wreck. None of th« remaining pas- 
sengers and crew have been heard of. 


Assistant Superintendent Arery of the 


Pacific Mail stated to an Associated 
Press reporter that the Colinm carried 
182 people and only 18 were saved. 
There were 40 cabin passengers. 37 steer- 
as*, 48 Chinese and the crew numbered 
73. Most of tke cabin passengers were 
bound through to New Yp^t. ~ -. 


The Celhna was a single screw pro- 


peller with an iron ball. She was built 
m 1873 at Cheater, Pa., by John Roach 
&Sonn. Her tonnage was 2,900 gross 
and 2,143 net, her horse power -1,100 and 
iher speed 11 1-2 knots. This was her 
129th voyage to Panama. She carried 
'about 3.000 tons of cargo and was valued 
at $108,000. 


The ill-fated vessel was in command of 


.Captain J. F. Taylor. The other officers 
were: D. E. Griffiths, first officer; L. ^- 
IT. Kirby, surgeon: William Wafer, pur- 
ler; T. E. Berry, freight clerk; A. K. 
IBichardson, storekeeper; Wil'iam A. 
{Smith, chief engineer: Ed Rear do u, first 
engineer; H. Finley, second engineer; F. 
Tonmereg, third engineer. 


The latest intelligence regarding the 


disaster received here was in cipher mes- 
sage to a local shipping firm containing 
ins statement of Third Officer Hansen, 
who was in charge of the boat picked 
up. Eausen stated that about 11:15 p. 
m. as the Coliuna waa about 50 wiles 
from Manianillo. and between the port 
of Punta St. Almo, nn accident occurred 
to her machinery. Hansen had not time 
to investigate tb« trouble, but he be- 
lieved a boiler had burst. The Colima 
was put about but 


Began to Sink Rapidly. 


A scene of wild confusion 
followed. 


One boat was lowered and moat of the 
others swung out, but so far as Hansen 
knows, the boat he commanded was the 
only one which got clear of the sinking 
ship. She quickly floundered, and to 
avoid suction Hanwn's boat quickly 
pulled clear, and the night being dark, 
it was impossible to tell whether the 
other boats got away from the ship or 
not. If these boats only got clear away, 
the calmness of the sea and the low 
sandy beach, 20 miles distant, would 
enable them to make a safe landing in a 
few hours. As the passengers were all 
asleep, however, Hansen fears few PS- 
caped.

WONCCRFUL GOLD LFAF. 


(low It I» Mmmrarlnri-il and 
Of Its 


The pr(X-e>s by which gold is made 


into thin leaves Is called gold beating. 
As yet tlie use of machinery for this 
purpose is very limited, nearly all gold 
leaf being beaten by hand. 


Fust the gold is cast into oblong in- 


gots about three-fourths of an inch in 
•width and weighing two ounces each, 
These ingots are passed, between pol- 
ished steel zullers aud flattened ont into 
ribbons of about an eight-hundredth of 
an inch in thickness. 
The ribbons are 


softened by heat aud cut into pieces an 
inch square. 


One hundred and fifty of these piece* 


are placed betw t en vellum leaves, one 
piece above another, nud the entire pile 
is inclosed in a duuble paiehment case 
and beatui with a 16 pound hammer 
until the inch pieces are extended to 4 
inch squares They are then taken from 
the ca=e, and each square is cut into 
fora pieces 
The pieces thus obtained 


are then placed between gold beater's 
skiu—a delic.a'j membrane prepared 
from tlie L>i\;i. "i(e:-u:ieof the ox—made 
mto pile-,, iiiclo.-i d in a parchment case 
aud again beatru, but with a hammer of 
liglitci \i eight. 


Still tin-" leu\ es are not thin enough, 


and once more eich leaf is cut into four 
pieces anil ag-.au beaten. This lastquar- 
term;' ami beat ing produces 2,400 leaves, 
and the iluckiu'ig of each leaf is about 
me U\o-lmiidie,l thousandths of an inch. 
Gold is .-o malleable that it is possible 
o obtain a (-till greater degree of thin* 
ie=s, but not profitably. 


iK-bo thiii leaves are taken up with 


wood pinchers, placed on a cushion, 
blown ont flat and carefully cut into 
squares S^ inches in size. The squares 
are placed betv. een the leaves of paper 
aooks, which have previously been rub- 
bed with red i-halt to prevent adhesion* 
of the gold, each paper book containing 
25 squares or leaves of gold, and in this 
form the leaf is sold, not by weight, bnt 
by a superficial niecsure.—Philadelphia 
Times. 


Glass Houses.

tirely occupied by glass works, and it ifl 
stated that the first glass houses were 
erected mTyre. The glass houses of. 
Alexandria were highly celebrated for 
the ingenuity and skill of their work- , 
men and the extent of their manufac- 
tures. 


Layard, m writing about his discov- 


eries among the rums of Nineveh and 
Babylon, says. "In one chamber -were 
found two entire glass bowls, with frag- 
ments of otheis. These bowls are prob-' 
ably of the .same period as the small , 
bottle found in the ruins of tye north-*^ 
west palace during the previous excava* - 
tious, and now m the British museum. 
On this highly interesting relic is the 
name of Sargon, with his title of king 
of Assyria, in cuneiform characters, and 
the fijjiue of a lion. 
We are, therefore, 


able to fix its date to the latter part of 
the seventh century B. C. It is conse- 
quently the most ancient known speci- 
men oi transparent glass."—Boston 
Herald.

hay uxldfcns. First, clover should be cut 
MM uucui an it shown tbe blowouu well 
NIK! before all of it i* in bloutu. Tbe 
time of day when cot baa much to do 
wiih a tnux-wssful curing. I never «fcut 
the machine iu clover until the dew u 
off aud then mow it, and in tho beat of 
the day, u heu it i* partially wilted, rake 
it and put up iu uot too large cocks. 
The.-* are gt'iM-rally left untouched one 
day, aud if the weather u uot first class 
bay weather they stand until tbe eecoud 
day, uud then are opened out, not very 
thin, but in Kach a way that tbe air can 
get through it aud the mm uot dry it too 
much. 


After a short time tbe clover is put in 


the burn, where it can be kept aa much 
as possible from air drawing through it 
When it can be doue, put in aud fill tbe 
storage place as noon aa possible, Jieu 
put tome btKiw or old hay ou the top 
aud yon huvo something to absorb all 
tliu moisture that comes from the frosb 
cut clover and will bave none on top 
black or moldy. 


Should you get a field cut and iu tbe 


cock aud a few days' rain come, it should 
be cot-kwl over, and by this means it can 
be kept from coloring badly aud getting 
uunsty. If one had caps to cover when 
ccekt-d up, there would perhaps be no 
ueeeKsity of cocking over, yet I shonW 
not use the hay caps in fairish weather, 
as the bay will sweat aud cure out bet- 
ter uncovered. Clover cut at the time 
mentioned aud cured aa directed will 
come out of the mow as bright and greeu 
as when put in. 


UartMtlnc Alblf* Hay. 


The usual custom is to harvest alfalfa 


just before it is iu f nil bloom. "With 
early cutting in many sections three 
crops perse;ison may be secured Believ 
ing that alfalfa clover cut slightly after 
bl<xnn mijjht be as nutritious ,18 tha 
cut iu bloom, and that if as much nutri 
tiou could be secured in two crops ad in 
three the cost cf harvesting the ha; 
would he laweneJ, Director Sauborn o 
tho Utah station divided the Utah sta 
tiou alfalfa into MX plats and three lota 
each test being iu duplicate. The firs 
lot was mowed before the alfalfa came 
into bloom, the becoud lot was cut when 
in early bloom, and the third lot wheu 
completely out of bloom. The early en 
alfalfa (jii\ca gi-eater gain in flesh wbeu 
ffd to stwrri than the lat« cut.

teri'st. He ud% i«ed wood silos round in 
ehapt-. Tbiri stylo now prevails in many 
Bec'tious, notably m the west. One of 
Professor King's followers thus writes 
to Prairie Farmer concerning his silo, 
which be thinks the best ever invented : 


It is built of wood and round. Tli« 


studduig iioxl be ouly 2 by 4, the inside 
lining beiny two thicknesses of half inch 
bau'ds tJ niches wide, with tar paper be- 
twpeu. Tim boards we beut around so 
thut each Iward is a hoop, and it can be 
made any height desired aud with no 
danger ot springing out. This is very 
important, l>ecaiLse the deeper the silo 
the better the en&ilage will keep, other 
things being equal The outside cover- 
ing cau be made iu the same way, the 
last put 011 beiug ship lap. Doora can be 
cut thnwiirh at intervals of 8 or 4 feet 
The adv.uitagco of n resKl silo are: It 
takes less lumber, has no corners for the 
ensilage to spoil iu, as it is apt to do iu 
a rectangular cue, i* stronger aud will 
keep its shape and can be made very 
deep. Tho heit silos I know of are round 
and made in the center of round barus, 


Cultural Note on C«ra. 


Ou must soils one deep plowing is all 


a corn crop requires, aud this should be 
done before planting. After this, fre- 
qneut shallow stirriiig of the soil ia all 
that is needed, and the frequency is of 
as much importance as the shallowuess. 
Once a week for a mouth is not too often 
to stir the surface, aud this can beyasi 
done with implements that enable one 
to go over several acres a day. It is 
au instructive experiment to take a few 
rows through the field and give them one 
or two workings piore than the rest aud 
note the results, anys Texas Faim and 
Ranch.

Of coarse Mr. Holland ia uot absolute- 


ly "atone deaf." as the saying goes. He 
ia what ia generally termed "hard of 
hearing." 


Now ai to how he picks nphiBcnea 


when he doesn't bear them. 


He studies not only his own part, bnt 


also the entire lines spoken by other peo- 
ple when he IB on the stage. He com- 
mits these to memory perfectly. So well 
does he learn them that he knows just 
how long it takes for them to bespoken. 
When he ia facing the actor of whom li* 
is to get his cue, of course he can readily 
tell when his torn comes by the move- 
ment of the other's lips or the expres- 
sion of the face. He says, though, that 
the expression of the face is what he re- 
lies on most He pays very little atten- 
tion to the lips, because most people 
have a habit of moving the Ups involun- 
tarily even when they are not speaking, 
a trick that would easily lead him 
astray. The expression of the face, how- 
ever, ia a sure cue. It never fails him 
and always is the same. 


Hi« main reliance, however, is on a 


system of counting. He knows just bow 
long it will take for each speech to be 
«aid. He times that speech by a certain 
number of counts. When he has counted 
the right number of times for the speech, 
he knows that it is his turn to speak 
This is absolutely necessary when his 
back i« turned toward the other actor. 


As, for instance, Mr. Holland cornea 


on the stage, his line is: 


"Well; I've returned." 
He then turns around to lay down his 


hat, and the other person says: 


"Bnt yon were very lat« ia gatting 


back." 
As soon »i Mr. Holland turns he be- 


gins to count 
When he has reached 


eight, he says in a nonchalant way, no 
matter what is happening: 


"Well, aren't yon glad to see me 


back?1-1 


Long experience has shown him that 


in this way he picks up his cue just as 
promptly and perhaps more so than 
though he iiad heard it 


Mr. Holland's adroitness in this line 


has been the wonder of New York man- 
agers. Probably no oue else knows of it, 
for, as is natural, Mr. Holland is a trifle 
•eusitive on the subject 


The ouly drawback that he ever finds 


to his system arises from other faults 
^han his own. He has never yet been 
caught napping except when some stage 
hand made a blunder or some uuforseeu 
•ocideut occurred. This would only hap- 
pen when some noise was to be made, 
as the ringing of a bell or the firing of a 
gnn. In such cases Mr. Holland sup- 
poses, of conree, that the property man 
or the stage hand is doing his duty. If, 
however, the property man or the stage 
band does uot do his duty promptly, Mr. 
Holland is left in an embarrassing situ- 
ation. 
. 
Suppose, for instance, that in the bnsi- 


aom of a piece a bell is to be rung. It 
doesn't ring when it should. However, 
that's none of Mr. Holland's business. 
Be naturally supposes that it has rung, 
and «o he calmly says: 
"Ah, there goes the bell Go to the 


door, Mary!" And jnstafter he ha* said 
it the bell rings.
